The number of Loan Funds in 1869 on Board’s Register was 88, being two less than in 
the preceding year. 

During the year 1869 the following societies were gazetted by the Board, viz. : The 

New Cork Charitable and the Johnstone Charitable. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 1869 
amounted to £586,468 ; it exceeded that of the preceding year by the sum of £5,031. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1869 amounted to £160,773; it 
fell short of that of the preceding year by £778. 

The number of loans made in 1809 was 125,922; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 2,162. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1869, at Id each, was 126,600; it 
fell short of the number sold in 1868 by 3,700. The produce of the sale of Notes in 1869 
was £527 10s. Od ; showing a decrease, as compared with 1868, of £16 8^. 4d 

The number of Debentures sold in 1869 by the Board, at D. each, was 150 ; the 
produce of the sale of which was £7 10^. There was an increase in the number sold, as 
compared with 1868, of 24, and in the produce of the sale of £1 45. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1869, amounted to £16,728 175. 3d ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1868 by £272 175. lOd 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1869 was £3,843 95. lid ; 
showing a decrease, as compared with same item in 1868, of £137 165. 7d 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to chailtable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1869, was £1,651 II5. 6d, showing a decrease of such grants, 
in that year, as compared with 1868, of £19 145. 7d

21st December, 1869, of £200 net, -which sum, however, was not lodged to Board’s 
credit till 6th January, 1870, which leaves a balance in Bank on 6th January, 1870, 
applicable to expenditure of 1870, of AllO 1 7s. 9d. 

It is to be observed that in 1869 there was an increase in the Board’s income, from sale 
of Notes and Debentures, over that of the previous year. Since that period to the end of 
1867 there was a continued decrease.
